LOTTERY CIRCULARS FROM 
EGYPT. 

The introduction of penny postage between 
England and Egypt has led to one unlooked- 
for deyelopment in the business of the Alex- 
andrian post office. It is much cheaper now 
to send lottery circulars from the continent 
of Europe as freight by ateamer to Egypt 
soas to make use of the cheap postal rates 
here to despatch them to England.

THE PRINCES’ CASE. 


BRILLIANT DEFENCE OF “ISMAIL THE 
MAGNIFICENT.” 


_ The procés des Princes opened yesterday 
in torrid weather at the Cairo Mixed Coarts 
before Judge Prunidres and MM. Martinoff, 
Ragheb Bey Bahr, Prampolini, and Youssef 
Bey Az‘z, judges, and Emin Bey Ghali, Minis- 
tre Publiqoe.- The court-room, despite the 
khamseen, was crowded, the Cairo Bar being 
present in great force, while the Press was also 
largely represented. Mr. Edward ‘Dic>y, C.B., was 
among theandience, whileat the|bar ware Maitres 
Carton de Wiart, Manusardi, and Waprsif. 
From 9.40 a.m. te 11.40 am. Me. Villa 
pleaded on behalf of the Princes. His speech 
was pronounced by all who could appreciate 
Italian to be a masterpiece of pleading in clear 
and well-chosen language. — 
After thanking the tribunal for permitting 
him to plead in Italian, and making a very 
complimentary reference to the Mixed Courts, 
Me. Villa opened with an eloquent defence 
of Ismail Pacha. The famous Viceroy had 
dreamt of a revival of the Egyptian Empire ; 
he had detached his country . from the Porte, 
and, determining to make the best use of the 
soil of the Nile Valley, had acquired great 
estates which he tinad to render productive 
and one day divide among his people. He was 
no monopolist -he had dreamt of making 


Egypt free, rich, and progressive, and the 


Egypt of to-day owed ite being to the Khedive's 
dreams. He had 

realm’s revenues. Troe, his family and. his 
country. had incurred héavy debts, and’to-da 

the ar Debt amounts to three mil- 
liards of francs. Yet take t's assets to- 
day—the Suez Canal, irrigation works cover- 
ing the Delta, towns rich, prosperous, and 
civilised. Can such be the resalts of a spend- 
thrift policy ? He seized land—yes ; but asa 
guarantee against debt. So far from waste, his 
acquisitions were a form of national savings 
bank, forthe automatic payment of thecountry’s 
debt. Moreover, many ot these properties 
came to him from his own forbears ; he held 
them in his private capacity —a special Daira 
was appointed for their man ent. The 
Convention of July 12, 1877, proved that 
the late Khedive was the sole owner of these 
lands and the State and its creditors alike re- 
garded him as such. In that contract all was 
arranged for mortgages in favour of. the credi- 
tors, the rate of interest and the amortisation 
of. the debt. But this contract wasa private 
act, not an agreement into which the State 
entered. Ismail Pacha did not and could not 
cede these properties. The Government might 
plead that some of them had been acquired 
from the funds of the State—what then ? The 
purchaser of land with another’s money makes 
& fair purchise and becomes debtor to the 
lender : lemail was therefore debtor to the 
State but in those days Ismail was the State. 
The separation between the State and the 
Ruler ot Egypt was of later date and the 
Khedive at the time of the acquisition of these 
properties was an absolute despot whose powers 
were only limited by the moral law. A tyrant 
be was not—his very errors were caused by his 
largeness of view. 

At the close of his speech loud applause broke 
out, only to be suppressed, andJadge Praniéres, 
after complimenting Me. Villa for the compli- 
ments he had paid the Bench declared that 
thongh he had been obliged to repress ont- 
ward manifestations of iration among the 
audience, he shared their feelings to the fall. 

Me. Pietri opened his speech at 11.40 a.m. 
with a tribute to Ismail Pacha followed by 
a eulogy of Me. Villa’s fine speech. He then 
gave the reasons on account of which the 
Government could not entertain the Princes’ 
claims. He summed ap the history of the 
Daira Sanieh and then opened his criticism 
of the defence. The properties of the Daira 
Sanieh had bpen declared State property ; the 
interpretationof the famous Article 40 of the 
Law of Liquidation was the base of the whole 
discussion and was favourable to the Govern- 
ment. Article 40 read literally shows that 
the Princes’ claim has no serious foundation. 
The conditions under which the Daira Sanieh 
debt was contracted must also be borne in 
mind, Then came the two Commissions, whose 
reports he quoted at length. Their evidence 
showed that the Daira Sanieh lands were 
State lands—not the private property of the 
ruler. He gave the necessary details of Is- 
mail Pacha’s cession of the Daira lands to 
the State and deslared, basing his arguments 
on the memorial drawn up in 1886 in the 
name of the ex-Khedive and the- Princes, 
that the Khedive had ceded these lands 
absolutely. Commenting on the views ex 
pressed by various legal authorities and at- 
tached to this memorial, he pointed ont 
that the Government advocates at that date

Each 
was intelligible and logical if the Government's 
interpretation of Article 40 was correct, but 
not otherwise. Logic and law combined to 
sopport his claim. The most important point 
was that the Daira Sanieh Debt had become 
State Debt as soon as the Khedive Ismail bad 
ceased to role Egypt. From that moment the 
Daira Debt was classed with the Privileged 
Debt and the Unified Debt. 

Finally the counsel for the Government de- 
clared that the meaning of Article 40 of the 
Lew of Liquidation was too clear to be distort- 
ed.

PROPOSED NEW TRIPLE ALLIANCE. 


An old Tarkish saying, which we believe to 
be borrowed from the Koran, ssys that “there 
aré more roads than one to Konieb.” It is ona 
par with our good old Anglo-Saxon traism 
about “killing a dog,” only more dignified. It 
is @ sort of shibboleth of Pan Islamism, and 
88 such is the motto of our leading Egyptian 
contemporary “Al Moayad” and its eorrespen- 
dents, who have carried this policy to @ pitch 
of fine art rarely exhibited, in their method of 
attacking Great Britain’s position in Egypt. 

The followiog epistle from its Singapore 
correspondent, the Yemenere Sayed Seif El 
Deen, is refreshingly characteristic of this 
mode of offensive stratagem. Sayed El Deen is 
a well-knowa writer, it appears, and to empha- 
siz@ his statements ‘Al Moayad” commits them 
to a leading article, of which this is an inter- 
pretation — 

“Long ago I had an idea that were an 
alliance to be formed between Tarkey, Ger- 
Many, and Rossia against England and ber 
adherents, British ivflaence would be sup- 
pressed; Egypt restored t> Torkey; the balance 
of Power generally adjasted, and public secarity 
shed on a firm basis. India, algo, would 
hein complete independence and have restor- 
ed to it its Imperial Government, which was 
swallowed up by the British Lion. I did not, 
however, think then about; making my ideas 
public, knowing the great obstacles that stood 
in the way of such an alliance, and it wag not 
until I saw similar ideas publiched in different 
papers that I was encouraged to forward you 
this statement, with a few remarks thereon. 
The chief obstacle to such an alliance is ong 
of finance. Turkey is obviously poor; Russig 
has an empty Treasury ; while as regards 
Germany, supposing she were to impoverish her 
subjects, who would hold oat to her a helping 
hand ? Such an alliance would win fresh 
laurels for the German Emperor. By its realisa- 
tion France would come between the hammer 
and anvil, but this would not be the first time 
that she would be deceived and harmed by 
the sons of the Thames, as history proves. But 
if France awakens before farther difficulties 
arise, and avails herself of an opportunity to 
caneel the Anglo-French Agreement of April 
8, she would show fresh evidence of her desire 
to act as protector of the Orient, despite the 
artfal Power which sold her the skin of a 
wolf on a mountain. By so doing Francs could 
avoid a crisis and remove the stain of the 
gailt she has committed, secaring benefits, 
and finally realising these dreams.” 

We congratulate “Al Moayad” on the keen 
political foresight of its Arabian representative. 
His poetic allegory about the skin of a wolf 
on a mountain is possibly a household word in 
the land from which our contemporary’s cor- 
respondent hails. It is unhappily not trana- 
lateable into English idioms. Zsop, by whom 
we swear on this side of the Equator, employs 
the skin of a lion to hide the figure of an ass.

IN LONDON.

AN EXTRAORDINARY CAREER, 


At the Newington Sessions, London, last 
week, Willism Zobin, 31, deecribed as an 
Egyptian subject, pleaded guilty to having 
committed three barglaries at Wandsworth. 

The prisoner told a remarkable story. His 
father was a German, and his mother a 
Jewess, ard he was born in Cairo. He seemed 
to have been a guide to yigitors in Cairo, and 
was an accomplished lingaist, boasting that he 
was able to speak seven languages. Two years 
ago he went to London with a sum of £3,5(0. 
Within six months he had squandered his 
money in pleasure, being expecially fond of 
motoring. Becoming stranded, he took to bur- 
glary, end displayed great cunning. His me- 
thod was to hide in the garden of a-house 
daring the evening and then patiently wait 
until the inmates had gone to bed. Having 
obtained admission, he leisurely collected 
every article of valae and waited until about 
six a.m., when he would coolly leave the 
house by the front door’as if he was going to 
work. In April last year he was captured and 
sentenced at the Clerkenwell Sessions to nine 
months’ hard labour. He was liberated on 

an. 6, and soon recommenced his operatione. 
Between Jan. 12 and March 15 there were 
fourteen cases of burglary within a radius of 
half a mile in Balham, and it was evident that 
they were all the work of one man. Twenty 
police officers were pat on special duty, and 
about six o'clock on the morning ot March 15 
Police-constable Crowhurst saw prisoner leave 
12, Ravensley-road, by the front door. He 
knew the occupier, My. Parrey, and becoming 
suspicious, the constable~ stopped prisoner, 
who remarked that he was going to work. 
Crowhorst searched him, and found that his 
pockets were filled with silver spoons and 
other property, value about £50 in all. Pri- 
songr refnged to giye any account of himeelf, 
bat his address was discovered at. Myrtle- 
atreet, Whitechapel, where property connecting 
him with five other burglaries was found. There 
was no doubt prisoner could give some va- 
luable information as to the disposal of pro- 
perty, but he declined to divalge anything. 
At his Icdging was a letter from his brother 
at Cairo, stating that the ‘Prince of Texas” 
had been inquiring as to his whereabouts. 

Prisoner said he stole with the object of 
getting enough money to ratorn to Egypt. 

Mr. McConnell : You area regular foreign 
burglar, and must go to penal servitude for 
three years. 

The police in the case were commended.

ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING. 


The annual meeting of the shareholders of 
the Aboukir Company, Ltd:, was held at 
Palmerston House, Bishopsgate, London, last 
week, Mr. Gerald A. Sheppard (Chairman) 
presiding. The chairman referred to the loss 
sostained dy the company in the death of the 
late chairman, Mr. Samxel G. Sheppard, who 
was one of the original founders of the com- 
pany. Other changes in the board had occur- 
red during the year, Mr. Leonard B. Schle- 
singer, who had been a director ftom within a 
few months of formation, having resigned, and 
Mr. 8. Gurney Sheppard, Mr. Arthar Balance, 
and Mr. Leopard Pelly having j-ined the 
board. Mr. Lang Anderron, the general mana- 
ger in Egypt, had also been appointed a 
director. An important feature of the year’s 
working, Mr. Sheppard said, was that they 
had no arrears to deal with in presenting their 
accounts, the Jast having been paid in January 
last. Another point was the wonderfal in- 
crease in the price of land, which had risen to 
£76 per feddan, for instalment transactibns. 
This latter fact led to an important considera. 
tion : what was to be the policy of the com- 
pany in the fature? They had noticed that 
land they had sold not very long sgo had 
changed hands after a short intervaljat a con- 
siderable increase in price, and they thought 
they ought to have something of this. The 
board quite realised they might be’ asked to 
sell, but it would take a large sum: in cash to 
induce them to do so. They had not been 
without offers of considerable magnitude, but 
he thought for the present the shareholders 
might expect to remain land-holders in Egypt, 
The company had sold about 11,000 feddans, 
and he should not like to estimate the value 
of the remaining Jand, bat they would have 
observed that for some years it had been 
continually increasing in valoe. ‘The late 
chairman put the value at £30 per feddan, 
bat he thought it was a great deal higher 
to-day. By the end of this year about 7,000 
feddans would be in course of reclamation, 
and next year they hoped to canalise!a farther 
2.000, and in 1908 the remaining 2,000. The 
new syphon they had placed under the Mab- 
moudieh Canal had proved very satisfactory, 
and during the heavy rains last year, when 
there was a fall of 6 inches in eight days, the 
water ran off quite easily. He moved that 
the directors’ report and balance \sheet be 
adopted, and this was unanimously sgraed to. 

Mr. Lang Anderson paid a tribute to the 
excellent work done for the company by the 
late Mr. Samuel Sheppard, and mentioned that 
for over 15 years he wrote to him, Mr. An- 
derson, a weekly letter dealing with | Aboukir. 
But for the excellent assistance he gave in ita 
earlier days the company would not have 
existed up till the present. Referring to the 
new pe, he remarked that he found it a 
great aid to have atthe head of the concern 
one who was 80 conversant as Mr. Gerald 
Sheppard was with every detail of the work 
they had in hand. Much had been said about 
the boom of land in Egypt. Thanks to the good 
work of the Irrigation Department, and the 
satisfactory condition of the country generally, 
there was mach more secarity than hitherto. 
Formerly a man had one third of hisland onder 
cotton ; cotton was thon worth 93) piastres, 
per cantar, and the natives did not like to buy 
land for more than 10 year’s purchase. To-day 
half of this land was under cotton, cotton 
was now worth 350 piastres per cantar,and land 
was bought on 15 years’ purchase. He consider- 
ed the present price of cotton was not/high, but 
was steady. As to the price of land,the circum- 
stances perfectly warranted the inereased 
valuations. There was an important factor in 
the situation—the population. Egypt was the 
most densely populated . coontry in the world, 
there being 11,000 people to the: square mile. 


‘It was absolately an agricaltaral country, and 


the people must depend upon agriculture. 
Then, too, there was the intense desire of the 
people to possess land. They did not go in for 
company investment : they did not understand 
it. Land was the only investment they cared 
to take up. The present price of land was 
absolutely solid. A large amount of Jand 
could be bought now to yield 6 % or 7 %, 
with a chance of improvement. The chairman 
did not care to put a value on the land the 
company still held, but h», Mr. Anderson, had 
not the slightest hesitation in saying that. it 
was worth balfa million. (Hear, hear): They 
had something like £'50,000 in unmatured 
instalments on land sold, which made the 
estate very large indeed. They were getting 
on rapidly with the property, and when the 
whole of it was canalised they would work up 
the rental to a substantial figure. 
Resolutions declaring dividends of 7 % on 
the Ordinary and Deferred shares were carried. 
Mr. Gerald Sheppard was re-elected 4 director 
ofthe company, anda vote of thanks to the 
chairman and directors conoladed a cordial 
‘meeting. |

London, April 20. 
The Money Market. 

The scarcity of loanable fands in all the lead- 
ing financial centres is having its due effec' 
cn our market, and here we are in the third 
week of April w'th the Bank rate at 34% 
and the open market rate very little behind. 
New York and Paris are the points whish are 
giving us most concern, for gold has been 
going to both places during the past week. 
As regards the former, it is hoped that 
the demand for gold is nearly, if not alto- 
gether, satisfied, bot the cable rate stands 
weak at about 4.85, and it is very uncertain 
what the fall effect of the terrible disaster 
at San Francisco will be. So far ths effect 
has been not only to dispel the expectation 
of a rise inthe exchange, but to farther de- 
press it. The Paris market is, however, the 
more potent factor at present in the creation 
of disturbance here, and with the prepara- 
tions for the Russian loan, stiff money rates, 
.and the exchange down at 25.09 4, it cannot 
be wondered at ; whilst, of course, any gold 
on offer here naturally flows to the French 
centre. 

Under these circumstances rate: could not 
do otherwise than stiffen, and to-day call loans 
fetch 3} to 34°, and loans for the week 3 + % 
with a firm tendency, and discount rates, fol- 
lowing in the wake of money, have also harden- 
ed, bills commanding 38% for all matarities up 
to three months. 

The question of a ris3 in the Bank rate is 
mooted in some quarters, but such an event is 
not at all likely, and, indeed, bills for forward 
delivery, say in 10 days, can be done at the 
spot rate. Itis quite likely that the present 
rates will even be maintained for tha remainder 
of the month. Weshould see some money re- 
tarning from the provinces during the next 
few days, and when the Russian loan bas been 
placed, no doubt some French money wi | find 
its way to this market, buat then we sball be 
faced with the usual end of month require- 
ments, so we cannot look for much ease until 
the beginning of May. 

The Bank of England returns published yes- 
terday tend to bear outthe above-mentioned 
view. There isa reduction of £889,000 owing 
to the recent gold withdrawals, and the market 
balances are reduced 1} millions as shown in 
the decrease in Other Deposits. Since the re- 
turn, too, further sams in gold have been with- 
drawn from the Bank’s coffers for shipment.

What the ultimate effect of the 
destruction, on such a buge ecale, of life and 
property is likely to be in this particalar case 
it is impossible to forecast. Fortunately the 
American nation, with the £50,000,000 which 
they will receive from the British insurance 
offices, is in a position to replace these losses 
toa large extent, but confidence will not be 
easily restored, and it is not likely that San 
Francisco wi!l be rebuilt in anything like its 
former proportions, at any rate, not for maby 
years to come. | 

No doubt a large part of the compensation 
and relief funds will bave to go in rebuilding 
either there or elsewhere, and the immediate 
inflaence on trade onght not to be prejad cial, 
but the effect upon many of the railways, 
banks, and other institutions cannot but be 
sorious.- 

A holiday tone has prevailed in the markets 
here throughout the week, and there has been 
little dealing other than of a professional 
character.
